(Goldsmith commented 
to me that Ambassador Godley had said he was not concerned in view of the 
strong possibility of a cease-fire and in any event thought expenditures would 
be under the ceiling this year, ) Goldsmith said the people in Laos are taking 
a close look at the Accord of July 23, 1962 for Laos (specifically Section A 
of Article 1) with respect to the definition of military personnel who might 
be retained in Laos under the nine point agreement. The above informatior^^^^ 
has been passed on to DDP.
